HONG KONG, June 20— (IP)— Evidence now indicates the great 
Communist purge in China has taken at least a million lives and 
doomed other millions to mines and labor camps. 
Who started it and why? 
Hidden deep in official and semi-official Red publications in Pei­ 
ping are some answers: 
Dictator Mao Tze-Tung, himself, started it. Why? Because of the 


Korean war and because of the Communist land reform 
The 15th issue of the Current Affairs Journal, a party magazine, 
editorially asked “ why are the counter-revolutionaries suppressed 
on such a large scale just now?” 
This was its answer, phrased in the usual Communist dialectics: 
“ By the second half of 1950 when, externally, American imper­ 
ialism launched its aggressive war in Koreli and, internally, agrarian 
reform was being carried out, the sabotage . .. of counter-revolution­ 


ists became more rampant » . . 
"At this juncture Chairman Mao reminded us all to firmly sup­ 
press counter-revolutionary elements and abandon the mistake of 
magnanimity. Hence cadres (political and government workers) 
were aroused.” 
Stripped of Red verbiage, this meant that Mao saw his pet do­ 
mestic reform was backfiring and the United Nations meant business 
in Korea, so he decided to clear the deck for trouble by killing his

TEHRAN, Iran, June 26— (ZP)— I 
Premier 
Mohammed 
Mossadegh i 
ordered his government to 
take 
full authority over Anglo-Iranian : 
oil operations today, and Britain 
called home its peace mission. 
Mossadegh promised to keep oil | 
flowing from nationalized installa- i 
tions of the company, in which the j 
British government holds a con- j 
trolling interest. He acted after a 
five-hour cabinet meeting. Deputy 
Premier Hussein Fatimi said Iran 
would not carry out threats of ex­ 
treme Nationalists to 
“shut 
the 
valves” of the Abadan 
refinery, 
the world’s largest. 


Foregin Secretary Herbert Mor­ 
rison conferred with military lead­ 
ers and said Britain will protect 
its Nationals in Iran if the gov­ 
ernment here fails 
to do so. The 
British mission ordere home con­ 
sisted of both Anglo-Iranian and 
government 
representatives.

broke down last night. 
In the British House of Com­ 
mons, Winston Churchill asked if 
the government had made up its

Quick Indictm ents 
Returned by Jury 


W ASHINGTON, June 20— (A3)— 
Twenty-one members of the Com­ 
munist party’s secondary command 
were indicted today on charges of 
plotting violent overthrow of the 
United States government. 
A sudden early-morning round­ 
up by the F B I netted 16 party of­ 
ficials in New York and one in 
Pittsburgh. Four were still being 
sought. 


The government moved against 
the lesser lights in the wake of 
this month’s supreme court deci­ 
sion upholding the conviction of 
the party’s ll top leaders. 
Attorney General McGrath and 
F B I Director J. Edgar Hoover said 
in a statement: 


“ Some of the individuals arrest­ 
ed are members of the Alternate 
N a t i o n a l Committee, 
recently 
formed by the Communist party to 
serve as the top policy making 
body in the absence of the present 
National Committee members, now 
convicted.”

It w ill not be the 
first tim e . . . to exp ect or even 
hope for an im provem ent in the 
m oral clim ate of W ashington is, 
in the eyes of the boys who know , 
I am sure, thoroughly utopian.’’ 
He su ggested Congress create a 
com m ission of prom inent citizens 
to study and m ake recom m enda­ 
tions — a code of thics - - for im ­ 
provem ent in the m oral standards 
of m em bers of Congress, those w ho 
w ork in governm ent departm ents, 
and people doing business 
with 
C ongress or the departm ents. 
Congress, 
which 
has 
never 
show n enthusiasm for outside su g ­ 
gestions on how to im prove itself, 
received w ith som ething less than 
cheers the Fulbright 
suggestion 
that 
a 
com m ission 
of outsiders 
could prescribe a m oral code for 
Congress. 
But th e idea landed in the lap 
of the Sen ate’s labor com m ittee 
w hich then told a su b com m ittee-- 
headed by Senator D ouglas, Illi­ 
nois D em ocrat — to look into the 
su ggestion . Today D ouglas’ little 
group started to work. 
For about 15 days it w ill listen 
to the view s of 20 or 25 prom inent 
m en on w h eth er they think there’s 
truly a need for such a com m ission 
and code of conduct. Then it w ill 
be up to the subcom m ittee to d e­ 
cide w h eth er it thinks the idea 
is good. 
But even if the subcom m ittee 
approves, the com m ission ca n ’t be 
set up unless the full labor com ­ 
m ittee and then both H ouses of 
C ongress approved. S o creation of 
the com m ission, if it ever is cre­ 
ated, is still quite a distance aw ay. 
In the end Congress m ay say “uh, 
huh,’’ and forget the w hole thing. 
D ouglas, though, is in full sym ­ 
pathy w ith Fulbright’s thinking on 
this.

By H E R M A N N. B U N D E S E N 
R ecently a new and beneficent I 
use has been found for curare, a 
drug originally noted only for its 
lethal effects. 


First brought to the attention 
of 
civilized m en 
as the 
poison 
w ith w'hich South , Am erican In­ 
dians tipped their arrow s, curare 
has been 
the subject 
of m any 
m edical studies. 
T hese disclosed 
useful effects, but for m any years 
they rem ained highly unpredict­ 
able and w ere accom panied by so 
m any harm ful 
reactions 
as to 
m ake curare a doubtful rem edy. 
N ow , 
how ever, 
that 
w e 
have 
found w ays of refining and p u ri­ 
fying it, it is com ing into its full 
field of usefulness. 


P rom otes R ela xation 


This is ch iefly gained from the 
fact that it 
prom otes relaxation 
of 
the 
m uscles. 
M uscle spasm 
plays a role in m any conditions 
and is w ell know n as the m ain 
cause of pain follow in g severe in ­ 
jury. 
Even though treatm ent of 
the injury itself progresses rapid­ 
ly, it is 
often necessary to 
give 
large and repeated doses of nar­ 
cotics to relieve the pain. Curare 
gives a better w ay of accom p lish­ 
ing the sam e end by relaxing the j 
m uscles. 


For 
this 
purpose, 
curare 
is 
m ixed w ith peanut oil and w hite 
w ax to slow its absorption by the 
body, thus givin g it a lo n g -la st­ 
ing effect w hen it is injected into 
a m uscle.
